The  number  of  children  immunised  against  DIPHTKSRIA  w-ss 
165  up  to  December  51st  last,  made  up  as  follows:  - School  age  6.3, 
pi'.us  ,15  evucueo.r. , and  under  School  age  83,  plus  2 evacuees.  Of 
th^-  feur.  sas'''-!  of  D.'i.phthoria  certified,  one  wus  an  adult  carries, 
certiii'-id  t'wice,  v;ho  infected  a visitor  at  her  house,  and  the  fouu’th 
vwa^s  a chi.ld  of  fifteen.  As  a m.atter  of  opinicai  on.l.y,  my  view  is 
that  Gori.loint  Whocplng  Cough  and  Diphtheria  Immunisatioji  in  childre.n 
under  School  age  would  be  of  an  additional  benefit  to  then. 
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SCABIES  has  been  on  the  marked  decline  due  to  the 
facilities  for  energetic  treatment  and  to  the  fact  that  so  many 
Evacuees  have  returned  to  their  Liverpool  homes, 

A search  for  MOSQ.UITOES  and  their  breeding  places  has 
been  occupying  the  attention  of  this  Office,  and  specimens  v^hich 
have  been  caught  have  been  identified  by  the  British  Mosquito 
control  Institute  (Specimens  C375  Culex  Pipiens,  Anopheles  maculi- 
pennis  and  Aedes  detritus.  The  vicious  biting  variety  viiich  were 
in  great  preponderance,  i.e.,  Aedes  detritus  which  breeds  exclus- 
ively in  stagnating  salty  water,  was  tracked  down  to  pools  on  the 
Morfa,  and  these  have  had  liberal  and  periodical  treatment  with 
larvicide,  and  l am  in  communication  with  the  Ministry  of  Health 
regarding  the  new  remedy  known  as  D.D.T,  These  insects  have  a 
flight  of  three  to  five  miles  and  of  course  may  be  encountered  any- 
where up  to  this  distance  away  from  their  breeding  places. 

I have  also  to  report  that  a more  recent  investigation 
by  a Nominee  of  the  Mosquito  Control  Board  has  taken  place  and  his 
recommendations  v/ill  shortly  be  submitted  to  you. 

VENEREAL  DISEASE  not  being  notifiable  is  consequently  not 
brought  to  the  notice  of  this  Office,  but  I have  contacted  the 
Medical  men  practicing  in  the  Borough,  also  the  Medical  Officer  in 
charge  of  Troops,  and  they  inform  me  that  its  existence  is 
negligible.  Colateral  evidence  of  this  is  to  be  found  in  the 
absence  of  notifiable  Opthalmia  Neonatorum,  and  the  fact  that  only 
three  illegitimate  children  were  born  in  the  Borough  during  the 
year.  Considering  that  there  has  been  a floating  population  and 
a great  many  troops  in  the  area,  the  foregoing  facts  reflect  a 
highly  satisfactory  clean  bill  of  health  in  this  respect. 

The  quarterly  V^ATER  Al^ALYSES  for  the  year  showed  a 
maintained  degree  of  standard  purity. 

The  writer  attended  a Conference  on  the  IfVhite  Paper  on 
MILK  at  Colwyn  Bay,  and  subsequently  the  Council  gave  protracted 
and  serious  consideration  to  it,  resolving  that  some  of  the  measrres 
should  remain  within  the  present  framework  of  Local  Government,  and 
not  by  the  transfer  of  power  from  Local  Authority  to  the  State. 

At  the  request  of  the  Advisory  Dairy  Bacteriologist  at  Bangor,  the 
Council’s  Health  Department  are  assisting  in  obtaining  samples  of 
Milk^in  their  area,  v\;-hich  so  far  have  been  very  satisfactory.  An 
application  was  received  by  the  Council  to  reconstruct  certain 
premises  in  the  Borough  into  a Creamery,  but  owing  to  their  location 
it  was  found  undesirable  on  hygienic  grounds.  Every  assistance 
possible  has  been  given  to  the  Promoters  with  a view  to  another 
site  being  selected  for  the  project  within  the  Borough  at  a future 
date. 


The  Council  and  its  Officials  have  given  their  earnest 
consideration  to  the  very  important  matter  of  HOUSING,  and  from  an 
exhaustive  survey  recently  undertaken  it  was  found  that  the  need  for 
more  and  up-to-date  houses  is  an  urgent  problem.  In  addition  to 
bringing  up  to  modern  standards  a number  of  existing  houses,  there 
is,  further,  a great  demand  for  nev;  ones  to  meet  the  influx  of 
population,  viiich  is  now  being  partially  housed  in  domiciles  vi/hich 
really  are  within  the  demolition  category.  As  soon  as  the  Govern- 
ment’s proposals  as  to  acquisition  of  land  and  subsidies  have  been 
disclosed,  the  Council  will  be  able  to  give  further  consideration 
and  effect  to  this  pressing  matter. 

There  has  been  a decrease  in  the  incidence  of  TUBERCULOSIS, 
the  percentage  being  1,4  as  against  2,4  for  last  year,  and  the 
Mortality  Rate  is  unchanged. 
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Tuberculosis . - (cont’d)  ~ 

The  Writer  has  attended  several  meetings  on  its  After- 
Care.  There  is  now  in  existence  in  the  County,  a Scheme,  paying 
allowances  to  those  undergoing  domiciliary  treatment  as  well  as  to 
those  who  are  being  clinically  investigated  as  potential  sufferers. 
Further,  the  effect  of  the  introduction  of  Mass  Radiology  has  been 
considered  as  it  is  realised  that  the  existing  institutional 
capacity  will  be  inadequate  to  cope  proportionately  with  conditions 
which^may  be  revealed  by  Mass  Photography,  The  domiciliary  treat- 
ment in  consequence  of  this  is  being  further  investigated  as  to  the 
Patient’s  housing  and  general  conditions  of  living  at  home.  The 
reports  on  these  matters  are  left  to  the  Local  Authorit^T"  as  a riiodium 
for  forwarding  advice  for  the  guidance  of  the  Tuberculosis  Physician 
in  his  choice  of  treatment.  The  housing  of  all  cases  of  Tubercul.osis 
on^our  register  is  under  the  particular  surveillance  of  this  Office, 
and  I have  found  the  co-operation  of  the  County  Welfare  Hurso,  one 
of  v;hose  duties  it  is  to  periodically  visit  these  Patients,  t,o  be 
most  helpful  in  this  respect  as  ,v/ell  as  in  many  others. 

On  the  point  of  Mass  Radiology,  it  should  be  born  in  mind 
that  it  is  but  a means  to  an  end  in  that  it  is  merely  a segregator, 
thus  discriminating  in  apparently  normal  persons  those  who  require 
further  investigation  of  their  lungs  on  the  lines  already  in 
practice.  This  affords  an  opportunity  of  cure  when  the  disease  is 
in  its  early  stage,  and  because  the  disease  is  so  insiduous  it 
protects  those  who  by  industry  or  age  are  prone  to  it  and  likew' se 
protects  others  not  so  placed  from  infection  by  the  former.  J.“,  is 
obvious^ that  a long  time  interval  must  elapse  before  these  benefits 
are  available^ to  the  community  at  large,  and  again  while  the  invest- 
igation is  primarily  for  the  search  of  Tuberculosis,  it  must  and 
will  necessarily  bring  within  its  ambit  a diagnostic  disclosure  of 
other  chest  conditions. 

I V'/ould  like  again  to  refer  to  the  excellent  work  being 
carried  out  at  the  Emergency  Public  Health  LaboratorjT'  at  Conway. 

Tiie  Director  informs  me  that  during  the  year  under  review,  760  invest- 
igations were  conducted  in  connection  with  Zymotic  diseases  in  the 
Borough  alone.  I mention  this  as  an  indication  of  the  extent  to 
v\/'hich  clinical  medicine  is  under  laboratory  control,  because  it  is 
by  the  quick  diagnosis  of  infectious  diseases  which  themselves  are 
so  rapid  in  their  progress,  that  suffering  is  alleviated,  and  the 
mortality  rate  kept  down. 

, . Intrust  that  after  the  v/ar,  this  Laboratory,  or  something 

similar,  which  was  an  innovation  in  1959,  T/vill  remain  a permanency 
to  carry  on  this  essential  work. 

In  conclusion,  my  considered  opinion  from  all  the  inform- 
ation available  to  me  at  the  Health  Office,  is  that  in  the  fifth 
year  of  v/ar  the  general  health  of  the  Borough  has  been  remarkably 
good..  As  contributing  to  this  state  of  affairs,  I v/ould  place  the 
adequacy  of  essential  vitamin  food  content  and  its  synthetic  supple- 
mentation among  school  children;  the  progress  of  med.ical  scienccj; 
the  skill  of ^ the^medical  practitioners  practising  in  the  Borough, 
and  the  application  of  new  remedies,  and  also  the  Social  and  Welfare 
services  which  are  available  to  the  Public  today. 

I desire  to  tender  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  helpful  co-operation  at  all 
times,  both  co.Llectively  and  individually  tov^ards  all  the  problems 
appertaining  to  the  health  of  the  community.  Also  in  like  manner  to 
the  Heads  of  all  the  other  Departments,  and  their  Staffs,  who  have 
always  given  liberally  of- their  time  and  advice.  Last  but  not  least 
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to  the  staff  of  my  own  Department  for  their  loyalty  and  walling 
help,  without  which  I could  not  have  fulfilled  my  duties.
